Burn For Next 
YeaFs Protection 

Between January and May 
1979 ,tho U.S. Forest Servir-e 
will again burn bnish along 
fuelbreaks thr.'nighout the 
Angeles National Forest, .un¬ 
der carefully controlled con¬ 
ditions. according to Forest 
Supervi.sor William T. Dres- 
SCT. 

This is part of a program 
of maintaining and construc¬ 
ting fuelbreaks on major 
ridges. Fuelbreaks are strips 
3(K) feet wide along major 
ridge tops where the vegeta¬ 
tion lias been modified to 
reduce fire hazard and to 
improve wildlife habi tat. 
They are seldom visible ex¬ 
cept ot a trained eye, and 
are different from fire - 
breaks (vogotarion cleared to 
the bare soil) which are 
often visible on the front 
slopes of the mourvtains. 

The fuolbreak s y s t eni 
gives Forest Service and 
Los Angeles County Fire De¬ 
partment firefighters safer 
access In areas along key 
ridges from wh'ch to fight 
the devastating wild fires 
that occur lii .summer and 
fall each year. They plaved 
an important role In hahing 
the recent Mountain Trail 
Fire above Sierra Madre. 

Corktrolled burning of fuel- 
breaks is a desirable and 
economically sound tool, ac¬ 
cording to Dresser. In many 
cases, it is the only practical 
and economical tool to use 
in steep, rugged areas.
